— Somali officials are pri- 
vately telling Arab and Western 
diplomats here that their posi- 
tion, In the face of a Soviet and 
Cuban-aided Ethiopian thrust In 
the disputed Ogaden. is becom- 
ing "desperate." 

The diplomats, weighing the 
growing sense of official Somali 
alarm, are raising questions whose 
answers they say can be found 
only in Moscow and Washington.

Army to Review. 
May Upgrade, Its

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 CWP).—

YELLOWKNIFE, Canada, Feb. 

8. — Business baa been booming 
lately for the Tundra Silkscreen 
Co. here. Its hottest sailing’ item 
is a 57 T-shirt decorated with a 
picture of a plummeting Soviet 
• spy satellite and the words. 

"What, me worry?” 

Borrowed from America's Mad 
magazine, the motto accurately 
captures the mood in this center 
of gold mining and government 
in Canada'^ Northwest Territories. 

The 10,000 residents here have 
reacted to the near miss of a 
nuclear- powered Soviet spacecraft 
two weeks ago— and the subse- 
quent Invasion by throngs of 
newsmen— with equanimity and a 
keen sense of business. 

Along with the T-shirts, for 
Instance, a drugstore displays 
hastily carved souvenir polar 
bears- bearing a little plaque pro- 
claiming Yellowknife to be "satel- 
lite city." 

Once It became clear that 
Cosmos-954 ha not sprinkled 
radioactive conUinl'vatlon or* Yel- 
lowknife or the few sintJi Indian 
settlements In the area when it 
came down op Jan. 24. e\cm.i»Dt 
over Canada’s close encounter 
with high technology espionage 
quickly subsided. 

'Bunch of Babies' 

“All this Jumping up and down 
in Parliament about same Junk 
out in the bush is silly.

Pollution Accord 
In Effect Sunday

Italy Is Computerizing Culture 


DOME (Reuters). — Italy is com- 
“• p iling a vast computer-stared 
catalogue of every significant work 
Of art in the country. The aim 
is to help preserve Its national 
treasures and promote scholar- 
ship. 

' The record will eventually con- 
tain milUons of Items an archi- 
tecture. painting, sculpture and 
popular culture. 

"We’ve started with the most 
endangered work," said Dr. Ai- 
naldo Negri, a director at the 
state-run Catalogue institute. 

"All the Important works which 
are not housed safely in museums, 
and are therefore endangered 
species, are being catalogued 
Irst,” he said. 

The earliest attempt to re- 
»rd Italy's artistic heritage — the 
vealth of material from the 
Struscan, Greek and Roman ages 
'through the Renaissance to mod- 
ern times— began late in the last 
jentury. 

System Abandoned 
Some 300,000 works of art were 
ndexed and recorded on separate 
sards, but the system was aban- 
doned after World War TL 
■ The Catalogue Institute was 
then reorganised and in 1965 It 
began to work according to a 
totally new plan.. 

The concept of the national 
catalogue was expanded to Include 
almost every aspect of art and 
culture, and it was decided that 
every item should have at least 
one photograph. 

“We applied a broader view and 
we are using a more objective, 
and scientific approach.” Dr. 
Negri said. - 

The catalogue now has sections 
with such diverse subjects as 
parks and gardens, folklore, mu- 


sical instruments and archaeolog- 
ical sites. 

Since 1965, researchers work- 
ing throughout the c ountry have 
produced about a mflhan cards. 

Many of the researchers are out- 
of-work art students who are paid 
an average of 10,000 lire ($ 12 ) per 
item.

They had the 
black mulberry, Mona nigra, 
probably a native of Persia, which 
was not quite the color of blood, 
but more of a dark purple. 

The ancients held the mulberry 
in more esteem than we do. For 
us, it Is a home-grown fruit, 
restricted to those persons fortu- 
nate enough to have the space on 
.which to grow mulberry shrubs or 
frees, or a wild one, whose fruit is 
destined to be picked and con- 
sumed immediately, on the spot.

After ancient times, the prog- 
ress of the mulberry northward 
from Italy during the Middle Ages 
seems to have been spotty and 
intermittent.

So far, we have been dealing 
with the black mulberry, the 
tastiest of the 12 species pf this 
fruit, which grows in the temper- 
ate zone of the northern hemi- 
sphere, most opulently in the 
warmer areas, or at reasonably 
high altitudes In the tropics; they 
are all Asiatic in origin except 
one, which is American.

Human-Rights Report Cards 


The United States became in 1976 the llrst 
country to write Into law an obligation upon 
Itself to Issue annual Judgments on the in- 
ternal affairs of other states. This was done 
in an act requiring human-rights reports on 
the over 100 nations that receive one or 
another form of American aid. The idea was 
to systematize the use of aid as a lever for 
rights. Just what ,was the mixture of Idealism 
and arrogance in this approach remains 
arguable. No matter: the law represented a 
politically irresistible conviction that Amer- 
ican foreign policy has strayed too far from 
American values/ Jimmy Carter drew from 
this current, added to it and, partly because 
of It. became President. He is, therefore, 
poorly placed to draw attention to the limi- 
tations and pitfalls of an Inflexible human- 
rights policy, thuugh they are becoming 
Increasingly apparent. 

The latest set of houndn-rigthts report 
cards underlines the point. They show that 
countries regarded as important for stra- 
tegic. economic or political reasons, such as 
Iran, South Korea, the Philippines and var- 
ious black African states, are to be mildly 
criticized but not officially penalized lor 
shortfalls in human rights. But a little un- 
• important country like Nicaragua is to be 
both criticized and penalized; Nicaragua, we 
note, has made major strides forward in 
rights in the last year, chiefly to appease 
the United States. For Its pains it Is not 
only faced, as a’ logical consequence of the 
loosening up. with growing Internal unrest 
but is also now subjected to fresh humiliation 
at the -hands of the United States. There Is 
a double standard, or a, triple or quadruple 
standard, and that is unacceptable. 

Increasingly, abroad as well as at home, 
President Carter must cope with questions 


about the effectiveness of his rights policy 
on the one hand and its Intrusiveness on the 
ether. You may say that that Is his problem, 
or that no policy attacked from both flanks 
can <be all had. But he may he tempting the 
worst of both worlds, and in the meantime 
he is losing public confidence. There is the 
further fact that Others, catching up the 
banner at the point when he would put it 
down, are attempting to apply a rigid rights 
test to American participation in the inter- 
national development hanks and now, in a 
particularly inept and damaging move, in 
the International Monetary Fund. In these 
international Institutions, the United States 
plainly does not have the right to dictate 
the rules the way it does in its programs of 
direct bilateral aid. In the name of one set 
of human rights, another set— having to do 
with economic expectations — is threatened. 

Mr. Carter finds it bard to say there can 
be too much or a good thing. But as leader 
of the parade he Is the one who has to 
indicate an appropriate line of march. It’s 
not enough that he protests, quietly, the 
damaging super-pure amendments that 
rights advocates. In their unholy, alliance 
with foes of development aid, keep trying 
to fasten to development bills. He should 
educa'.: .ie public, perhaps first himself, in 
the limitations as well as the virtues of an 
up-front rights policy. He should make more 
room for the idea that in this field private 
groups and piddle opinion traditionally have 
a special role, and that discretion can be 
more effective than a battering ram. He 
must find the parts of the Job that govern- 
ment alone can do weftl, and the private 
initiatives that are most effective. That's 
the meaning of leadership in human, rights.

•WASHINGTON. — Every once in 

ft while something happens 
here, usually by accident, to 
startle the nations of the world 
out of their narrow differences 
and remind! than of their com- 
mon dangers. 

The latest example was that 
ung ulded or disobedient Soviet 
satellite that crashed with its 
deadly radioactive fumes and 
wastes into the lowly Northwest 
Territories of Canada. 

It could have come down any- 
where In the terrestrial world. All 
the atomic nations that monitor 
satellite traffic in outer space 
were not sure that It would land 
in lonely or densely populated 
areas. In fact, with all their 
fancy modem gear, they couldn't 
even predict the continent where 
it would come down. 

“Early an the morning of the 
34th (of January; ,” President 
Carter said at his news conference 
of Jan. 30, 'T was notified that 
the satellite would enter the 
atmosphere quite early. We did 
not know whether it would hit 
between Hawaii or on a very high 
curve tq> to the northern part of 
narmdft, or the western coast of 
Africa, because sometimes satel- 
lites can skip from one place to 
another as they enter the atmo- 
sphere.” 

• Skip * 

His iae of the word "skip” tells 
us something about the atomic 
world of space where our children 
may live. 

It is dearly going to be a quite 
different world, requiring wholly 
new rules. "One-two-three-OTear- 
ty,” skip here, skip there, guess 
where? And down it comes, 
maybe in Hawaii, maybe in Can- 
ada, maybe In Africa, who knows? 
The untold story Is what was 
going on In Washington. Moscow. 
London and the other atomic 
capitals at that time. 

The first point is that In a 
world of nation states, anybody 
can shoot anything on any orbit 
Into space, and while everybody 
can be threatened, nobody is 
directing traffic. 

The second point is that the 
Soviets were really not very help- 
ful. On the 12th of January Pres- 
ident Carter personally decided to 
notify the Soviet Union that

Washington was aware that the 
satellite was getting out of con- 
trol. 

This was done in a private con- 
versation with Anatoly Dobrynin, 
the Soviet ambassador in Wash- 
ington. Dobrynin replied, accord- 
ing to the highest officials here, 
that there was nothing to worry 
about, that Cosmos 954 was " de- 
signed” to “disintegrate" as it 
came back into the earth’s atmo- 
sphere and that there was no 
“ possibility” of an explosion. 

Carter and the task force he 
set up In the White House as 
early as the I9th of last December 
were not satisfied with Dobrynin's 
assurances, and asked for details 
about the fuel aboard Cosmos' 
954 — was It U-235 or what? All 
this was highly secret, but I 
have the impression that Dobry- 
nin, on instructions from his gov- 
ernment, was defensive, and until 
pressed by the White House reluc- 
tant to make clear the critical 
facts. 

The Decision 

Meanwhile, there was the hard 
question In Washington of wheth- 
er to announce to the world 
what was going an. If nobody 
knew where Cosmos 954 might 
land, shouldn't all in po- 

tential target areas be advised? 

The decision was made here, 
and in retrospect it was probably 
wise, that every precaution should 
be taken, but that no public an- 
nouncement should be made that 
might arouse unnecessary anxiety 
all over the world. 

Cosmos 954 was a one or two- 
day wonder in the press and on 
television, but there is reason tor 
saving here that it had a 
effect on President Carter per- 
sonally. 

He bad been worrying about the 
Panama Canal President Sadat 
of Egypt, Prime Minister Begin 
of Israel, tax reform, welfare 
reform. Social Security reform and 
many other iMpp u n ti l Pib crazy 
wrong-way Soviet satellite brought 
him back to the larger questions 
of the universe. 

‘T think,” he sakl,“we need to 
have more rigid safety precau- 
tions assured among all nations 
in earth-orbiting satellites, in fact, 
we would be glad to forgo the 
deployment of any such satellites 


altogether, and will pursue that 
option along with the Soviet 
Union.” 

But by the accident of Cosmos 
954, -Carter has begun to think 
much more seriously about the 
whole problem of the control of 
nuclear energy, not only In space, 
but on earth, and even under the 
seas. Should there not be new 
agreements between the nations 
about the uses of atomic energy 
In space? Should the nations not 
be paying more attention to the 
development of the mineral re- 
sources of the seas? And the 
avoidance of war under the 
oceans and in space? 

Weakness 

What the accident of the Cos- 
mos 954 has done is that it has 
dramatized, at least' for nffirtaiw 
in Washington, the weakness of 
present national International 
controls of atomic energy, and 
the imperative need far new 
nuclear regulations among the 
nations on earth. In space, and 
under the seas. 

It was lucky where Cosmos 954 
came down. Nothing was lost, but 
in the capitals tracking Its col- 
lapse everything for a few days 
and weeks seemed to. peril and 
officials here at least are begin- 
ning to think about how the na- 
tions of the world can begin to 
think, not about their immediate 
differences, but about their com- 
mon interests In living together 
In -the atomic age of the coming 
century. 


L ONDON— Who should rule 
Rhodesia once the white gov- 
ernment of Ian Smith steps down 
—the Patriotic Front who are 
shooting their way In from out- 
side bases in Mozambique and 
Zambia, or Bishop Murorewa, 
Rev. -Sithole and Chief Chhran 
who are peacefully negotiating in 
Salisbury an “internal settle- 
ment"? 

British Foreign Secretary David 
Owen, together with the US. 
ambassa dor to the UN, Andrew 
Young, have answered the ques- 
tion with an independent middle- 
way solution of their own, the 
so-called Anglo-American pro- 
posals, which would give all sides 
a say in the new Zimbabwe. 

Sentiment In Britain, however, 
la very much on the side of those 
In Salisbury. So powerful Is the 
support for an "internal settle- 
ment" that there Is a real danger 
that It could drastically limit 
Owen's and Young's room for 
maneuver. 

Tacking 

Moreover, Owen appears to be 
tacking Into the pro-internal 
settlement pressure. Why? Owen's 
private view Is that the “internal 
settlement” could mean civil war 
In Rhodesia, a war that would 
bring large numbers of Cubans 
.south and would make large-scale 
War In southern Africa more 
likely. But this overriding con- 
cern at the moment is to pres- 
sure the Patriotic Front to nego- 
tiate the Anglo-American plan. 
The “internal settlement'’, he be- 
lieves, paces the Patriotic Front 
more effectively than anything 
else. 

On present performance the 
chances are that- Owen’s strategy 
will be proved right. In Malta 
last week, the Patriotic Front 
committed themselves to recog- 
nising the results of free elec- 
tions to which they participate. 
They agreed to a transitional 
period of British colonial rule 
under Lord Carver. They also 
agreed to sane role, though un- 
defined, tor UN troops. 

Moreover, the Patriotic Front's 
own long-texm Interests are bound 
up with the Anglo-American pro- 
posals, not least their desire to 
take over a well-run country that 
is functioning, orderly and eco- 
nomically successful Likewise, it 
is in the self-interest of the 
Patriotic Front’s principal back- 
ers, the Presidents of Tanzania., 
Zftmhfa, Mozambique and Bo- 
tswana, to s uppor t such a cam- 
promise. They do not want to 
see an expanded war with large- 
scale Soviet and Cuban Involve- 
ment, a war they couldn’t con- 
trol, as they do the present rela- 
tively low-key one. 

For much the same reasons, 
the South Africans have a vested 
interest in pushing Smith, to be 
more amenable to the Patriotic 
Front. If the Cuban-Soviet mili- 
tary presence were to be given 
a legitimacy on the southern side 
of the Zambesi, their own chances 
of avoldtog a bloody, race war 
would be much reduced. 


The danger with Owen's strat- 
egy, however. Is that it offeis 
no guarantee of success. The 
Patriotic Front could make the 
error of upping their bid too 
high. Or the South Africans 
could miscalculate and deceive 
themselves into thinking that an 
“internal settlement” once, to 
place would force the West and 
the front-line Presidents into 
accepting "political realities.*’ 

The latter mistake is the most 
likely, for. as the debate in Britain 
holds. It Is all too easy to see 
the “internal settlers” as . the 
good guys and the guerrillas as 
terrorist outlaws. If public opin- 
ion is so one-sided to Britain 
it is even more so In South 
Africa, at least among the all- 
white electorate. 

Owen could easily find himself 
boxed into supporting an internal 
settlement, particularly If Smith 
and Muzorcwa went through the 
careful motions of free elections 
and a full-scale amnesty tor 
political prisoners and guerrillas. 

To avoid this, Owen should 
now change direction and go on 
the offensive while he has still ■ 
the chance. His UA colleague. 
Ambassador Young, admittedly 
with less domestic pressure to 
worry him, has already done this. 
For Mr. Young, an "Internal 
settlement" would be like the 
"settlement” of the Middle East 
In 1946 that produced “30 yean 
of bloodshed and violence.” He 
also observes: "The hanging and 
torture of the Rhodesian defense 
forces makes one question who 
Is terrorizing the people of Zim- 
babwe.” 

Needs to Tell 

The Patriotic Front, Owen 
should remind himself. Is paced 
by the “internal settlement” any- 
way and it does not need him 
to keeping pointing this out 
Owen needs to be free to lead 
public opinion to a greater under- 
standing of the goals and pur- 
poses of the Patriotic Ftonfc. He 
needs to tell the public that they 
are the ones who for years were 
Imprisoned by Smith, who tried 
to negotiate with him (on terms 
milder than Muzarewa) and were 
refused, and who in desperation 
were driven to fight. He should 
tell Mr. Vorster, Mr. Smith and 
Mr. Muzorewa that Britain will 
never recognize a regime that is 
not the product of elections in 
which the Patriotic Front freely 
participate. 

If Owen doesn't succeed to this 
educational job and Muro- 

rewa and South Africa become 
engaged in a civil war with the 
Patriotic Front, the West through 
force of public opinion could end 
up on the wrong side. The West 
will be tor south Africa and 

aga-idgfc the Africans the 

Cubans. 

Not only would the West end 
up on the side of injustice, it 
would have handed to the Soviet 
Union the wealth of Africa on 
a plate. It would be a pohtieai 
disaster even worse than "Viet- 
nam.

No Instant Peace 

Mideast negotiators must avoid 
the trap of fighting the last wax 
agpin and concentrate on pre- 
venting the next war. Both Egyp- 
tian Resident Sadat and Israeli 
Prime Minister Begin are men of 
vision who emphasize future pos- 
sibilities rather than past mis- 
takes. Both have already offered 
dramatic concessions which left 
them open to criticism from con- 
servative hardliners in their own 
camps, who say that they have 
given up too much and received 
not hing to return. 

Sadat by his dramatic visit to 
Jerusalem recognized the exis- 
tence or Israel and Its right to 
sovereignty within the 1967 bor- 
ders. Bogin recognized Egypt's 
right to sovereignly within its 
1967 borders. Hardliners cm both 
sides take their own sovereignty 
I or granted and do not consider 

recognition a great concession 

from the other side. But Arab 
hardliners c <vmddw recognition of 
Israel a great concession which 
demands a quid pro quo. while 
Israeli hardliners consider rec- 
ognition of Egypt's sovereignty 
over all of Sinai as a great con- 
cession which demands a quid 
pro quo. 

Sinai was not an Integral part 
of Egypt and was attached by the 
British in 1909 to order to place 
it in the British sphere of in- 
fluence and protect the Suez 
Canal. The 1949 armistice agree- 
ment between Israel and Egypt 
accepted this line as a provisional 
boundary, which was not to be 
considered & permanent border 
end was subject to future nego- 
tiation. Thus Israeli hardliners 
view Begin’s acceptance of Egyp- 
tian sovereignty over Sinai like 
the western acceptance of the 


present borders of Eastern Eu- 
rope, a great concession for which 
Begin received nothing to return. 

The current stall to negotiations 
is necessary to prevent both lead- 
ers from going too far ahead of 
their own supporters- The speci- 
fic issues which are mentioned to 
speeches are not important to 
themselves. They are part of a 
public relations campaign in 
which each side must blame the 
other for the slowdown of mo- 
mentum which they both need. 
But as long as they keep talking, 
there Is hope for peace. The rest 
of the world should- be patient 
and not expect Instant peace.

Workers Abroad Beat Inflation 


Stock Prices Advance on Wall St. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 8 CAF-DJ}.— The average 
worki ng, person in the United States is faring 
appreciably (better* a 5 his paycheck's paschaaing 
power has been, steadily rising since 1074. 
However, workers abroad have managed to keep 
ahead of inflation much better than their UJ3. 
counterparts. 

Eco nomists peruse assorted figures to try to pin 
down in doUars-anid-cents terfns the financial 
health, -of fairinririnnh -The figures take 
payments into account strip away the distort- 
ing i nf lue n c e of inflatioit What remains is a 
rough approximation of Individual living stan- 
dards. It Is raw purchasing power — the amount 
of goods and services that take-home income 
actually can buy. 

TTje amount of goods and services that the 
average weekly paycheck could: buy last year 
was $93.77. . This was up from $91.79 in 1976 
and exceeded an average of $9093 in 1975 and 
$9097 in 1974. But the latest figure remains 
appreciably below $95.73 to 1973 and $9694 in 
1972, a record year. 

To arrive at such buying-power HaJaa analysts 
at toe Bureau of labor Statistics express the 
statistics in terms of the dollar's i9$7 value, 
to eliminate inflation, in additio n, the figures 
ore ca l cul a t ed for the archetypal UJS. bread- 
winner — the worker with three dependents em- 
ployed in a ncosupervtsery job in a private 
business. 

While toe average increase in paycheck buying 
power over toe last dozen years works out to 
less than 3 per cent, the picture varies con- 
siderably from occupation to occupation, as the 
table shows.

The survey, which covered 5.000 
households across the country, 
showed the consumer confidence 
index Increased 5 points from 
December to 1049. This index, 
which uses the year 1969-1970 as 
a base year, has risen 20 per cent 
since October, the board said. 

However, the board added that 
the "buying plans" Index declin- 
ed to 132.6 in January from a 
record 136.9 in December 

The survey indicated an in- 
crease in consumer confidence 
about both current and future 
economic conditions. About 33 per 
cent of the families surveyed 
described current conditions as 
“good,” compared with 27 per 
cent in December. 

Only 27 per cent of those sur- 
veyed said jobs are "hard to get," 
which the board said was the 
lowest figure to five years and a 
decrease from more than 31 per 
cent to December. 

In addition, more than 35 per 
cent of the households expect 
their incomes to increase during 
the. next six months, the highest 
figure to the survey’s 10-year his- 
tory. 

'The duration and dimensions 
of these trends would indicate 
that current consumer optimism 
is not an aberration but the real 
thing," said Fabian Linden, direc- 
tor of consumer research at the 
Conference Board. 


"While the country's gross na- 
tional product rending was less 
than spectacular m the fourth 
quarter, consumer confidence 
suggests that the economy is 
rolling into 1978 at au accelerat- 
ing pace. 

“The upswing in consumer spirits 
could mean that official economic 
data in the coming mopths wifi 
reflect more strength than ex- 
pected." 

The board .said plans to buy 
automobiles, both new and used, 
continue “at high levels." Ac- 
cording to the survey, 99 per cent 
of the families plan to buy a car 
during the next six months, “only 
fractionally" less limn the 9.4 per 
cent in December. The board 
added that about 4.7 per cent of 
the families plan to buy a home 
during tlie next six months, com- 
pared with 5.1 per cent in De- 
cember.

SEPTEMBER SEPTEMBER 

Bp Shelby Foote. Random House. 302 PP- 

Reviewed by Aoatole Broyard 


“OEPTEMBER September" be- 

O gins weU. Three pathetic 
losers, who ere white, plan, to 
fc'dnap an 8-year-old black boy 
for ransom. The kidnappers are 
a young man with delusions of 
grandeur, bis 35-year-old mis- 
tress, who dreams of “powing" 
half-naked out of a cake at a' 
stag party, and a 40-year-old 
gambler who behoves, with all 
the evidence against him, that 
his luck is going to change. 

In the opening pages of the 
novel, their car radio is playing 
“I'm Waiting in the Lobby of 
Your Heart.” and Reehy, the 
woman, is describing her- father 
as a foot-washing Baptist Listen- 
ing to the three of them, we al- 
ready feel the hopelessness of 
their plan and of their lives, a 
kind of Southern sadness that 
runs through the novels of writ- 
ers wh* Faulkner and fTannery 
O "Connor. 

The drama is played 01 R 
against the larger one of Qrval 
Paubos's attempt to resist Inte- 
gration in Little Rock, Ark, in 
the "50s. The riots there are a 
deliberate part of the kidnappers’ 
plan to terrify the Child's par- 
ents, to make them feel that 
they axe ransoming 1 not only 
their child but also their destiny, 
that they are buying off fate. 

So far, so good. Shelby Foote 
is an old hand who has written 
five other novels, and his three- 
vulume history of the Civil War 
has given him a . sore grasp of 
the spirit of place. It is summer- 
time in Mwmphif and under the 
glare of the sun, the landscape 
shimmers with, portent. The 
reader settles bade comfortably 
In expectation of one of those 
moody, masochistic Southern 
novels that are as melancholy 
and evocative as the far-off 
sound of a train whistle or the 
stylized chant of an old-time 
street peddler. 

Then things begin to go wrong. 
The omniscient narrator, who 
takes turns with several of the 
characters la telling the story, 
betrays a style that sounds like 
neither, spoken nor written En- 
glish- Here, for example, Is 
Martha, the bay’s mother, read- 
ing the kidnappers" note: 
-Whereas her reac- 

tion had been an intensification 
.of the alarm she brought to the 
reading to the flrat place . . .” 
There are’ 1 many sentences like 
this one: “In any case, whatever 
was done In this regard could be 
improvised when the opportunity 
loomed." 

Once we leave the kidnappers. 
Foote seems to falter. The boy's 
mother and father are sunk in 
an unrelieved a»n 4 h |Mninii«|nMit 
. Disappointed In an early infatua- 
tion with a pool hall hustler. 
Martha has redoubled her orig- 
inal prissiness, rehen, her 'hus- 
band, apparent" y exhausted his 
imagination In putting himself 
through night school. Martha's 
father. Theo, who win pay the 
ransom for his grandson Teddy, 
is a “monoUthic"’ type, which 
means that his personality can 
only be perceived in Its massive- 
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ness, to the exclusion of parts. 

At some point In "S ep tember 
September," most of the charac- 
ters tell ns their life histories in 
considerable detail. There is no 
occasion, no provocation, for 
these reminiscences 30 that, in 
effect, we are asked to believe 
. that people ruminate on their 
lives in ordered sentences and 
chronological sequence, as if they 
were earnestly introducing them- 
selves in the first session of a 
psychoanalytic treatment. 

Rufus, the youngest of the 
kidnappers, vacillates between 
' TTjftnfa-- brainlessness and incon- 
gruously sophisticated remarks. 
He says that the waiter In a 
diner Is like a .character from 
Ksfka . and that Reeny. his mis- 
tress, is the container for the 
thing contained. Eben. the fa- 
ther, protests that to giving the 
kidnappers the money, he is sur- 
rendering “the only thing that 
the lack of would restrain them.” 

When Rufus is to a tight spot, 
torn between tame capture and 
the beckoning of a glorious sui- 
cidal gesture, he begins hearing 
passages from “symphonies he 
had long forgotten" by Sibelius, 
complete with “ponderous, fran- 
tic beating as of wings. "" 

It is difficult to know what to 
think about “September Septem- 
ber.” The good parts make one 
wish that Foote had improved 
the rest.

NEW YORK. Feb. 8 (NYTI. — 
When tint next National Basket- 
ball Association season arrives, 
uniform No. 17 wiU hang from the 
mftere of Breton Garden, along 
with 13 championship flags and 
the retired numbers of other 
Celtic greats, including ~ren Rus- 
sell, Bob Cousy and Tom Hetn- 
sohn. 

John Havlicek recently an- 
nounced his retirement, effective 
at the end of the season. Since 
the Celtics are to the throes of 
one of their wors t MMm« and 
are unlikely to m,hl the pi»y™ffa 
Havlicek would .play his final 
game on April 9 against the Buf- 
falo Braves, one day after his 
38th birthday. And with his 
reti remen t, uTinthw unt to “Celtic 
pride” and “Critic dynasty,” 
thte most feared words to pro 
baristbefi, wfU pass into history. 

“John wasted to annoimne 
earlier that thia would be his 
final season,” said Larry Helsher, 
his lawyer, “but Red Auerbach 
[the Celtic president and general 
manager] had asked him to wait. 
Now, with the Critics to the final 
stages of making their last swing 
around the country, Havhcek 
wants to say goodbye to the 
game.” 

Haviieek Leaves Hb Marks * 
During his 17 seasons, Havlicek, 
with his durability and consis- 
tency, has written his name in- 
delibly into the record books. 
Every time he walks onto ttbe 
court his record of having com- 
peted to more than L200 games 
grows. . Additionally, he is the' 
only player in NBA history to 
same more than 1,000 points to 
15 consecutive seasons, and his 
more than 25^)00 potots rank him 
third on the career list 

behind WHt nhamhi>rtgln (81.412) 
and Oscar Robertson (28,710). 

Havlicek has been to 13 playoffs 
and an seven Critic championship 
teams. His -3316 points scored in 
playoff competition are second’ 
only to Jerry West, now the Los' 
Angeles Ti^t 

But Havllcek's value has never 
been reflected to statistics. 
Through, the years he has been 
a Critic inspiration ami coordina- 
tor on the court When Havhcek' 
would run, the Celtics would fol- 
low. Hb was their Pled Piper. 

West who played 14 seasons 
with the Lakers, once said of 
Havlicek: “He’s a freak. His 

endurance is incredible. There’s 
not a man to the NBA who can

After the Celtics bad lost eight 
of their first nine games, the 6-5 
Havlicek was benched in favor 
of Cedric (Oombread) Maxwell, 
the team's top draft . choice. It 
was the first time a healthy Hav- 
lecek, toe Celtic captain, was not 
to a starting lineup since early 
to the 1969-70 season when he 
finally gave up being the best, 
sixth man in the game.

Presumed Skull 
Of Swedenborg 
To Be Auctioned 

LONDON, Feb. 8 (Reuters). — i 
The presumed skull of Emanuel 
Swedenborg, the 18th-century 
Swedish scientist, mystic and phi- 
losopher,. will be auctioned by 
Sotheby's on March 6 along with 
a report confirming its au- 
thenticity, it was announced yes- 
terday. 

The skull is expected to letch 
between £2.000 and £4,000 ($3,860 
and $7,720). 

The report which accompanies 
the skull was prepared in Sweden 
by the Royal Society of Sciences 
of Uppsala in I960.. Zt concludes 
that evidence supporting the 
skull's authenticity “may be re- 
garded as practically conclusive." 

Sotheby’s described the skull as 
“unusually long and narrow (and) 
of dark ivory color.” Zt said that 
apart from, a missing Jawbone 
and marks left during the tests 
to prove authenticity, the skull 
is “In good condition, with an at- 
tractive patina.” 

Swedenborg died in. London in 
1772. His visions and religious 
ideas inspired a number of promi- 
nent* writers.

Ex-Swinging London Is Now More Sheikh

T ONDGN .—Many Britons are 
"having difficulty adjusting to 
the' “Arabisation" of London, 
which has turned the> British 
fflpttal Into a Hurt of Ppglirta^ nn 
t- be r pinm^ l 

Arab sheikhs have purchased 
castles hotels and manslQDS 
in posh residential districts. They 
have fo-ken over ah office -bund- 
ing in the center of the financial 
district and bunt & mosque in the 
manicured precincts of Regent's 
Park. 

London's fanciest . nightspot, 
"Anabel's," has been rechristened 
“Arabelfe” by the cognoscenti be- 
cause of the prevalence of free- 
spending customers from the 
Middle East 

Ever since the price of oil was 
quadrupled four years ago, bil- 
lions of dollars from the And) 
petroleum - producing countries 

have been flooding Into Londan- 

No one knows just how much 
muney has come , into Britain 
from the Arab countries because 
the desert nations are reluctant 
tj publicize the e x ten t of their 
investments, and. some Arab mon- 
ey reaches London through 
Swiss banks or oftthore holding 

mmpanlm 

But the wmif of England es- 
timates the net Inflow of mA 
from the ofi-exparting countries 


last year at $6 hnn«n Bank hold- 
ings from the oil exporters ran 
around $24 bUHcm. 

The enormous Arab investment 
has prompted same ob ser vers to 
warn that Britain might be sub- 
ject to ’financial or political black- 
mail by Arab investors. The con- 
cern is understandable. The sud- 
den accumulation of each huge 
sums by countries with barely 
developed «*mnmtea is historical- 
ly unique, and distorting to same 
analysts. 

DS congressional committees 
have suggested that the United 
Kates, too, might be held to ran- 
som by threatened withdrawal of 


assets by .the oil-producing Arab 
countries. 1 

Some specialists : here are 
worried that during a future 
Middle 'Em*, political crisis, Arab 
investors could tell Britain to 
support their political position-- 
or else. 

The “or else," it was suggest- 
ed, could result in the Arabs 
abruptly pulling out of sterling 
and the British market, leaving 
the pound ftn< i financial institu- 
tions badly battered. 

But after analysing the nature 
of Arab investment in Britain, 
the most experienced financial 
experts in London now believe 
there Is little danger of the 
Arabs seeking to damage the 
British economy— whatever the 
Middle East political develop- 
ments. • 

Stake Increasing: 

“It is true that Arahs are in- 
vesting heavily in Britain,” one 
senior money manager said. “But 
thin moanc that they have an In- 
creasing stake in the late of our 
economy institutions I Hiinir 
that this will be a farce for 
stability rather than otherwise.” 

Another Investment Hwtiirwi* de- 
clared: “The Arabs are broaden- 
ing their Investments in ‘Britain, 
buying Shares of companies. This 
farm of investing promotes inter- 
dependence” 

JJL Morrell, director of Robert 
Fleming Holdings, one of the 
biggest Investment advisers ip the 
Arab world, said: “In spite of 
press reports to the contrary, of- 
ficial Arab investment authorities 
are extremely conservative in 
their outlook. My principal con- 
cern has been that the Innate 
conservatism of the Arab, unless 
changed, will in an inllation- 
prone world produce a very poor 
long-term result and consequent 
recriminations.” 

Thus Arab investors have tend- 
ed to keep their money in cash, 
deposits or bonds with a fixed 
yield. Only recently have Arab 
Investors shifted toward stock 
shares of foreign companies. 


The inflow of Arab money Into 
Britain Is still heavily overshad- 
owed by the amount of Arab 
Investment in the united States, 
mainly because of the- long con- 
nection between America and the 
richest of - all Arab countries, 
Saudi Arabia. 

“The Saudis have traditionally 
relied an American invartm an t 
advice and placed their money 
through American banks,” a Brit- 
ish banker said. “The Kuwaitis- 
and the Gulf States, on the other 
hand, have tended to look toward 
London.” 

London has long been a favor- 
ite place for Arabs to educate 
their children, to come for med- 
ical treatment and to spend a 
holiday. Thus, when the petro- 
dollars began rolling in. it was 
natural for many Arab .investors 
to turn toward Britain, particu- 
larly when tiie Lebanese civil .war 
wiped out Beirut as an Arab 
banking center. 

“Property in the United King- 
dom has- attracted Arab money 
on a significant scale, both private 
and government," ofl* Mww ^n 
said. “The Arabs were pleased 
that their arrival on the UK. 
property scene was welcomed, and 
not resented and feared as in 
most other less developed finan- 
cial centers. 

“Nor was there any political 
reaction such es occurred in 
Washington, l believe the Arabs 
too have been impressed by the 
integrity and sophistication of the 
London property market.” 

At first, Arab individuals began 
buying London property, which 
was at a low point, for them- 
selves. Some of the best homes 
In London, in the most exclusive 
neighborhoods like Mayfair 
[Belgravia, and in the suburb of 
Hampstead were purchased by 
■Arahn at increasingly M jftran 
prices. 

Then. Arab entrepreneurs and 
go v ern ments started buying com- 
mercial . p ro p arty like the Com- 
mercial Union Building in the 
financial district, hotels like the 


Park Tower end the Royal Ken- 
sington ami corporations such as 
St, Martin’s Property Co, which 
controls a million square feet of 
office space in London alone. 

Finally, the Arab Investors be- 
gan buying into British compa- 
nies through shares on the stock 
exchange. 

Bat the Arabs have only randy 
attempted to take over a con- 
trolling Interest in a company, 
flnrt Him usually in 

Sims doing a heavy business in 
the Middle East. 

They have Instead kept their 
interest in companies generally 
lower than 5 per cent, the level 
at which, disclosure must be made 
public of h olding s in Britain. 

To aid their move to London, 
Arab Investors have now estab- 
lished several new banks like the 
Allied Arab Bank. At least six 
major Arab banks now have 
branches in London. 

Arab bankers as well as British 
bankers are trying to encourage 
Arab investors to move into long- 
term projects.
